NO RIGHTS YIELDED. | 

“In ‘tne first place, this government 
has at no time and in no mannertyielded | 
any one of its rights as a neutral to any 
one of the present belligerents. It has 
acknowledged, as a matter of course, 


right to apply the rules of contraband 
of war to articles of commerce. It has, | 
indeed, insisted upon the use of visit and 
search as an absolutely necessary safe- 
guard against mistaking neutral vessels 
for vessels owned by an enemy and 
against mistaking rage cargoes for 
illegal. 

“It has admitted. also the right of 
blockade if actually exercised and effec- 
tively maintained. These are merely the 
well known limitations which war places 
upon neutral commerce on the high seas. 
But nothing beyond these has it con- 
ceded. I call your excellency's attention

No public utterance of the president since the war 
began has been wiser or more timely than his address 
before the Associated Press. Americans are feeling 
the stress of sympathies and affiliations stimulated 
by the tragic conflict in Europe, and, naturally 
enough, there is persistent effort to make use of these 
sympathies and affiliations on behalf of one belliger- 
ent or another. Our domestic politics and social life 
are seriously disturbed by this ferment, the conse- 
quences of which must be injurious to our internal 
peace if not to our international relations. 

Against these influences, not selfishly but in the 
belief that we shall be able to make our neutrality 
eventually serve the cause of justice and peace in 
Durope, the president declares that “our whole 
duty, for the present at least, is summed up in the 
motto, America first.“ 5 

Let us think of America before we think of u- 
rope,” he says, “in order that America may be -fi; to 
be Europe’s friend when the day of tested friendship 
comes.” If we may judge by the resentment felt, 
toward us abroad at this time, these words will not 
be received sympathetically by either one side or the 
other. Yet they are not empty, but express the char- 
acter of “that great silent body of Americans who 
are not standing up and shouting and expressing 
their opinion just now,” Mr. Wilson well says; “ but 
are waiting to find out and support the duty of 
America.”

It encourages the optimist that each time the 
peace suggestion is renewed, after an interval of 
apparent hopelessness, it has increased voltage.

PARASITICAL 
S a rule, red bugs do not bore into 
the skin, They remain on the sur- 
face and suck through the skin. 
They sometimes get into the ducts 
; of sweat glands and occasionally 
get well into the skin. Herrick describes 
one case, In a chicken, in which there was 
a berrytike cluster of them below the 
surface of the skin. 

Both Herrick and Riley advise that to 
keep them off the body the stockings and 
underwear be dusted with flower of sul- 
phur. Chittenden advises that the under- 
wear be dusted with powdered naphtha- 
lene. Sulphur ointment, carbolized vase- 
line, or salted butter will kill the parasites 
on the skin. Toallay the irritation, bethe 
the itching patches with a saturated solu- 
tion of soda in . 


STRAW ITCH—Men who work around 
straw or who sleep on fresh straw are 
liable to develop an acute eruption as the 
result of bites by a etraw parasite. The 
name of thie disease is dermatitis Sham- 
berge. The name is worse than the dis- 
ease, 

There are no parasites in old straw. 
The man who must work in fresh straw 
can protect himself by the use of pow- 
dered sulphur or naphthalene. Goldberger 
recommends greasing the body with lard. 
The best wash is soda water. Salt water 
and dilute ammonia water are good. The 
dest local application is sulphur ointment.

ITCH PARASITES—Fifty years ago 


the skin disease now known as itch went 


by the name of the seven year itch. Now 
we know that the cause is a mite which 
burrows in the deeper layers of the skin, 
and, acting on thie knowledge, we know 
how to cure it ina week. Seven day itch 
is a better name than seven year itch. 

Stiles“ method of cure is as follows: 
1. Rub the entire body, except the face, 
with green soap and water fer ew 
minutes. 

2. Stay in a warm bath for thirty 8 N 
utes. Rub with green soap while in the 
bath. 

3. Rub sulphur ointment mto the skin 
for twenty minutes. Leave the niente 
on for flve hours. 

4 Wash off the ointment with 1 
water. 

5. Sterilize the clothing, especially the. 
undereilothing, with heat. As this does 
not kill the eggs, five days later repeat 
in order to kill the parasites which have 
hatched .meanwhile. Thin skinned per- 
sons should modify the above plan. 


LICE—~There are three varieties of lice 


| which regularly live as human parasites— 


the head louse, the body louse, and the 
crab louse. It has been proved that lice 
transmit typhus fever. Furthermore, it 
has been proved that a mild form of 
typhus fever, known as Brill’s disease, is 
present in many poeta of the United 
States. 

We learn that the Doren soldiers in 


the trenches pull off their Abtes ont 
leave them on ant heaps as a means of 
ridding themselves of lice. This may 
work with body lice. It will not work 
with the other two varieties 

For the body lice the clothes must be 
baked, steamed, or washed in gasoline. 
Two treatments at intervals of a week 
are required. 

For head lice several washes are effec- 
‘tive. Kerosene, 2 per cent carbolic acid, 
and tincture of cocculus indicus are good. 
The treatment must be repeated, as nits 
are not easily killed. Mercurial ointment 
applied .

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N many previous wars Freemasonry

In the pres- 
ent great international conflagration it 
has not been permitted to play any role 
whatsoever. 

As an illustration thereof 1 may men- 
tion that the grand master of the Grand 
Orient of Belgium addressed a letter from 
Liége on Sept. 26 to the grand master of 
the grand lodge of the craft in Hesse, 
whom he knew well, suggesting an ap- 
peal to all the armies in the field and to the 
civil population of the belligerent coun- 
tries in favor of a more hurcane conduct 
of the war, and suggesting also a com- 
mission of inquiry, composed of Free- 
masons of neutral countries, together 
with one German and one Belgian repre- 
sentative, to examine the mutual charges 
of atrocities. 

The German reply read: “ An appeal 
for humanity and so on, addressed to our 
political leaders, to our generals, and to 
our soldiers, is unnecessary. They are 
Germans, and Germans even in the hard- 
est fight remain humane. Why should we 
insult our German brethren now in the 
field: by an appeal such as you suggest, 
showing them that there has been doubt 
about their humane conduct? 

„No, never shall I lend myself to this. 
I have absolute confidence in our armies 
and I am convinced that they are con- 
ducting humanely the war which has 
deen forced upon us by a conspiracy, and 
also that all our officials will remain 
humane in restoring to order the coun- 
tries which we are called upon to occupy.”’

Were it not that the Brazilian state of

Aying machine, in the person of Santos 
Dumont, one might be tempted to cast 
doubt on the story which comes to us 
from thence, and from exceptionally re- 
Hable sources, of the discovery of a con- 
trivance which enables a man to rise in 
the air by his own exertions. 

The discoverer has been conducting ex- 
periments and has been able to rise in the 
air from 80 to 100 feet without any motive 
power beyond that of his own body; to 
remain aloft, and to descend slowly. 


Scientists, l aviators, have al- 
ways been of the opinion that sooner or 
later men would discover the art of mov- 
ing through the air—in. one word of 
flying without the aid of machinery such 
as the aviators employ or of gas filled con- 
trivances such as balloons and Zeppeims. 

There is no reason, therefore, why this 
expectation should not have been realized, 
and in view of the marvels which have 
been achieved in the art of aviation in 
the present war, in which the so-called 
bird men have taken such an important 
and picturesque part, it would be well to 
refrain from treating the story which now 
comes to us from Brazil about men flying 
without the aid of aeroplanes with the 
derision that was accorded to the claims 
of Santos Dumont before he gave actual 
proof of the capability of his aeroplane 
to rise and to fly Ike 4 bird in the air.

is restored as an independent kingdom, as 
legitimate descendants of Stanislas II. 
of the house of Poniatowski, the last 
king of Poland. 

However, Stanislas II. left no issue. He 
hed several brothers, Casimir, whéd was 
chancellor of the kingdom, Andrew, who 
became an Austrian general, and Mi¢heel, 
who became primate of Poland. 

Andrew had a son named Joseph, who 
became one of the first Napoleon's most 
famous and brilliant cavairy generals 
and was killed after the battle of Leipsic 
in 1918, while endeavoring to crogs the 
River Elster. 

He left no issue, and after his death 


of Poniatowski was Prince Stanislas, only 
son of Casimir, the last chancellor of the 
kingdom of Poland. This Prince Stanislas 
was therefore the satchel King Stanis- 
las II. 

Now,Prince Renidiannever married and 
died in Florence as a bachelor on Feb. 13, 
1838, and with him the legitimate line of 
the royal Polish house of nnn 
came extinct. 


Although Prince Stanislas Ponialoweld 
was unmarried there were two boys in 
his household whom he treated as his 
sons, Charles and Joseph. They were the 
offspring of the wife of his valet, the elder 
‘of them, Joseph, having been born in 
1816, that is to say, when the prince wasa 
sexagenarian. 

It is perfectly true that old Prince 
Stanislas went through the form of recog- 
nizing the two boys as his offspring short- 
ly before his death in 1838, that is tosay, a 
number of years after their birth. But 
inasmuch as their mother’s legal hus- 
band, the valet, was living at the time 
when they. were born, and even at the 
time of the recognition, the prince’s et- 
forts to establish his paternity were of 
no avail, of no legal value, and even penal. 

«Both boys had been born at Rome. In 
1647, that is to say, fourteen years after 
the old prince’s death, they secured 
Tuscan naturalization at Florence, and 
a few months later acquired through pur- 
chase—they had inherited all the old 
price’s money—the Florentine title of 
Prince of Monte Rotondo. 

In 1850, through the influence of the 
then Grand Duke of Tuscany, who was 
a member of the imperial house of Haps-| 
burg, their title as Florentine princes 
was recognized and ae at the 
court of Vienna. .

any issue. His younger brother, Joseph, 
married the Italian Countess Perotti, 
wrote numerous operas, and represented | 
the court of Tuscany in Paris in 186. 

When Napoleon III. became emperor

of France. On the downfall of the em- 
pire he followed Napoleon III. to Eng-

This is notcontended. Service deficiencies 
which result in casual inconveniences to 
the public may ‘be:overlooked.

Service deficiencies, however, 
which attack the health and morals of the 
community deserve the full, prompt, and 
effective exercise of the police power of 
the state for their prevention.
